THE ASSEMBLY FIGHT. 


This was the position of affairs when the 
assembly met at its last sesston: The govern- 
ment ofthe Territories, which af its first 
session was centred in the representatives 
of the people was now centred in the lieut- 
enant governor and his four irresponsible 
advisers, leaving the majority of the assem- 
bly in the position of being legislators on 
sufferance, to be heeded or not as the lieut- 
enant governor and hisadvisers might choose. 
That such a condition of affairs was not con 
templated by the. parliament which passed 
the Northwest. act must be apparent to any 
one who reads the act’s provisions, and as 
well that it could not be otherwise than 
destructive to the usefulness of the house 
even as a merely legislative body, most 
distasteful to the people of the Territories 
represented by the majority of the assembly, 
and injurious to the public interests as well 

the interests whieh the public have in the 
enactment of proper legislation on school 
matters, watters of civil law, municipal 
matters, etc. and the due expenditure of the 
Territorial revenues 80 as to secure the best 
service for the money available, which can 
only be secured under proper control by the 
representatives of the people. And yet 
when the house was called together not one 
word of explanation. was. offered by the 
lieutenant governor regarding past events or 
future intentions. Practically the assembly 
was treated with silent contempt. The fact 
that its authority bad been defied, its pood 
faith impugned and its moneys expended 
without its advice and contrary to its wish 
was not of sufficient importance to warrant 
allusion in the speech from the throne when 
weighed alongside such mighty wattersas the 
trip of the Duke of Connaught through the 
Territories. The governor well knew that 
such a course Was not whaf the circumstances 
of the case demanded or the sentiment of the 
assembly would agree to, In order to shut 
off the demand which he expected would be 
made for information in the reply of the 
assembly to his speech from the throne, he 
attempted to prevent any reply by putting 
up Dr. Brett to move that the speech be re- 
ceived merely with a vote of thanks, trusting 
that the majority would not see through the 
trick and would permit the motion to enrry, 
and thereby shut themselves out of their 
right to reply’ and to demand explanations 
But the trick was too childish and Brett's 
motion was of course defeated in favor of an 
amendment to frame areply to the speech, 
This incident was pot worth alluding to ex- 
cept to show the style of procedure by which 
the executive hoped to lead the house away 
from the question at issue-—namely the con- 
trol ofthe funds by the majority, Such 
little trickery, commenced on the first day 
of the se&sion and followed throughout by 
the most determined obstruction and backed 
by wholesale misrepresentation outside the 
house, formed the sole dependence of the 
executive in its attempt to deprive the people 
of the Northwest through their represeuta 
tives of their rights of Jocal yovernment 
granted by the Canadian parliameutin the 
Northwest act.

the majority. Their position’ as members of 


governor—gave them the advantage of alone 
being able to introduce financial legislation 
in the house. If the house aceepted their 
legislation it practically acknowledged their 
right to represent the assembly in having 
given up its control of the funds,and admit: 
ted the right ofa minority to govern, con- 
trary to the express terms of the act. The 
only alternative was to refuse any leyisla- 
tion or motion the advisers might offer, and 
thereby assert ite right of absolute control in 
leyislative matters: and emphasize the asser- 
tion of its right to control the executive as 
well, as provided by the act. This action 
brought out sharply and clearly the differ- 
ences existing between the executive and the 
assembly; showingthat a difference dia exist, 
that it was a very wide difference and that the 
majority taking such action were not afraid 
to have their side of the case considered on 
its merits by the people whose battle they 
were fighting. It was also an unmistakeble 
notice to the Canadian parliament that if it 
was desired to give the Territories represent- 
ative local yoveanment that government 
would only be acceptable on the same lines 
as representative government elsewhere in 
Canada-—that is that the majority of the 
people’s representatives must control the 
executive. 


As matters turned out, this action of the 
majority expedited not a little the business 
of the session for it appeared. that the advis- 
ers had planned a campaign of obstruction 
which had they been allowed full swing 
would have kept the assembly busy discuss- 
sing irrelevant matters for an indefinite time, 
to the exclusion of necessary levislation, 
At the same time the fact that the advisers 
were not permitted to introduce levislation 
did not prevent useful legislation from being 
introduced or passed, The number of ordin- 
ances may not be proof absolute on this 
point, but it is at least fair evidence that the 
public interests were aot neglected. At the 
sane time it must be admitted that with the
